He had lived in 
JecflturoB end on 13 years, Crawford 
tas a craving for fried oyetere, lemon pie, 
sger beer and cigars. Saturday evening

>im a lemon pie, and he gete a supply ot 
oignre. But be cannot get beer; that is 
refused him. 


The usual T. M. 0. A. service was held 


at tbe jail Sunday, and below prayers 
were ottered for the condemned man. 
Somebody asked Crawford if he wanted 
,he young ohriatiaue to come to his cell. 
3e said he didn't want to eee them; but 
hey shook hand* with bim and bttld a 
irief service. They sang "Nearer, My 
God, to Thee," end "Jesus, Lover of My 
kml," offered prayer end gave a scripture 
reading, followed by a sympathetic talk 
addressed to the condemned man. He 
was deeply interested in the service, and 
said attrr the joung men left that the 
service WHS nice and he liked it better 
ban be thought be would. 


During tbe afternoon sooree ot men 


and women called to aee Crawford, bnt 
only a few were permitted to go up stairs.

W. H. Crawford, *r., visited his eon

STARLET AND AFRICA, 


A Remarkably Interesting Lecture 


Heard by a Large-Audience. 


The Grand was not crowded Inet 
>nt it we* fairly well filled by Deostur 
ieople, visitors from neighboring towns 
and school children, who en joyed thspriv- 
legeot seeing that most remarkable man 
t moduiu tim->s, Mr. Henry M. Stanley, 
and hearing bis highly ioetruotive and 


iterating lecture on bis personal eiper- 
enoe of twenty-three yeare as an explorer 
n Africa. Mr. Stanley received an ova- 
ion ae he came npon tbe stage preceded 
»y Mr. E. A. Gas ten an, superintendent ot 
be pntil ID schools, Mr. Gastman in pre- 
niiung the lecturer eaid; "Lediee and 
sentlemen, I have tbe honor to intro- 
duce Henry M. Stanley," and then he 
eft the stage to resume bia eeat in tbe 
mrquet, 


Mr. Stanley without any preliminary 


remarks at once began his 1 set arc. He 
plaaed bie manuscript upon a stand, but 
t waa only occasionally that be referred 
:o it 
At tbe rear ot the stage wae hang 


i large map, showing the route taken by 
itanley from Zanzibar acroee tbe Dark 
j-ntinent to tbe month ot the Congo, 
and to various other points familiar to all 
who have read Stanley's book. Each 
time a town, a nver, lake or forest wee 
mentioned by the lecturer Seloli, the 
rotmg native ot Zanzibar, stopped to the 
map and pointed to tbe place spoken of 
>y Mr. 8t»nlef. In tbia way tbe audi- 
ence wa* enabled to follow the courageous 
explorer in toe story ol bis travels 
ibroogb Africa, Selau is 16 years of age. 
He woe witb Stanley four year*, and in 
lix months be bad learned to speak Eng- 
ish fijrly well. He pridea himself on 
never having been a slave and is devoted 
to the "Roekbreaker." 


Mr. Stanley told ot having found Liv- 


ingston at TJjiji, of wbat be had accom- 
plished and of Livingstone's death. 
Then he dwell npon his own remarkable 
experience journeying throngh Africa, 
in fixing the ooursw ot rivers, the dimen- 
sion* ot lakes, and in trading the course 
)t the {treat Congo river. He had to 
battle witb natives and face untold dun- 
jers and disease in every form, bnt be 
lived through it all in the 6,<ttO miles 
iraverood and the many yoars he spent 
in the Dark Continent, His account ot 
t.be finding of Emiu Pnsha was especially 
interesting, aa was also hi* brief refer- 
ence to the Rear Guard. 


Inclosing Mr. Stanley epoke of Africa's 


Inture in glowing terms. Twenty-three 
years ago not one white man waa to be 
Found in all tbat vast belt neighboring 
:ne African equator, ezoept the aged and 
impoverished Livingstone; and DOW the 
ippor waters ot the Congo are churned 
by the paddles and screws of a fleet of 
etoamere, its banks etudded by stations, 
political, commercial earl 
religion*. 
There are three railways in prooess of 
construction, one from the month ot tha 
Congo to Stanley Pool, and two from 
Zanzibar, leading to Ujiji and tbe groat 
treeb water Ink?, Victoria Hyanza. There 
are now over a thousand Europeans 
laboring within the late neglected area. 
GermttDT btw taken 1,500,000 square 
miles ot tbe territory, England 2,5tt>,000, 
franco 1,000,000, Italy 1,000,000, and Por- 
tugal nearly a million. Africa will never 
become the home ot any considerable 
number of white men. The Chriatisnij- 
ing influence is extending steadily, and 
tbe children ot to-day will live to see tbe 
time when African people will join witb 
us in tbe glad refrain; "Glory to God in 
the highest, on earth peace and good will 
toward men." 
The leotore was plainly beard in all 


parts of the largu bell. 
It wae a great 


mass ot valuable information, a leeson in 
geography that should have beea beard 
by every ttnaent ot history in tSe city. 
The story commanded tbaoloeeet atten- 
tion throughout it* deliver/. Tbe charm 
of tbe lecture was the fact that Mr, Stan- 
ley himself hsd gone aoroue Africa. It 
woe a story of a man of courage and in 
telligence who could speak of what ha 
bad seen and wbat had been accomplish- 
ed in Africa tor tbe good of tbe natives 
and for the information ot the world. 


All nations owe Mr, Stanley a lasting 


debt ot gratitude for what be hoe accom- 
plished for Africa.

Dr. Moore, Secretary of tb» Presbyte- 


rian General Assembly Committee on 
tbe revision at tbe Confession of .Faith, 
which held its second session at Wash- 
ington, February 4-16, furnishes the fol- 
lowing.

At first w« 
could not drink the iulphitr water, but 
necessity competed us, and in the 
course of time we liked It. On the 
ninth day ou.- last food was gone 
We wero surrounded by water ant 
debris. I thought I would go on a 
tie exploring expedition. I was might; 
luclij. I found a dinner pall. Ther* 
was not much in it, bnt what there woi 
we lived ou for two dajs. Then I 
almost too weak to go on foraging expe- 
ditions. As a last resort we had to kil 
the rats, and they like onrselves -were 
hnlf starved and desperate. They wouh" 
Attack us boldly, and we had to fight 
them, I killed three or four a day. I 
was good food, We would certainly 
have starved hod we not hod tbe rats t( 
ettt. We resolved to die together rathe 
than ettt each otber,"
